Rain falls throughout the year in quick heavy showers and 
averages around 200cm annually. The wettest months are between 
October and March during the rainy season.

There are over 79 major airlines 
operating services to the international airports of Kuala Lumpur, 
Penang, Langkawi, Kota Kinabalu and Kuching. Malaysia is also 
accessible from Thailand and Singapore by road and rail. Port Klang 
and Penang on the west coast of Peninsular Malaysia as well as 
Kota Kinabalu in Sabah link the country to the rest of the world by sea.

The state 
capital, Alor Setar, has many interesting 
attractions, including the State Museum, 
Pekan Rabu Bazaar, State Mosque, Balai Besar 
and Balai Nobat. Other places of interest 
include the archaeological discoveries at 
Lembah Bujang, Gunung Jerai — the highest 
peak in northem Malaysia and the serene 
waters of Pedu Lake. Off its coast lies the

legendary island of Langkawi with its 
attractive white beaches, aquamarine 


waters and spectacular sunsets. 


Situated at the crossroads of the Thai- 
Malaysian border, within the Straits of 
Malacca and the Andaman Sea, Pulau 
Langkawi is the largest island in a cluster of 
99 islands, renowned for their legends. Its 
limestone hills and caves, rustic villages and 
scenic padi fields, abundant flora and fauna, 
as well as its enthralling legends make the 
island a truly idyllic tropical paradise. 

An enchanting holiday destination to all 
who explore its many attractions, Pulau 
Langkawi provides vacationers a variety of 
activities for relaxation and recreation. There 
are water sports around crystal clear waters, 
jungle treks through rich tropical forests, 


quiet strolls through quaint fishing villages, 
rounds of golf on an 18-hole course 
and duty-free shopping opportunities. The 
entire island is most fascinating and its 
treasures beg to be explored. 

Travellers arriving by ferry to Pulau 
Langkawi disembark at the jetty in Kuah, 
the main town located on the southeastern 
side of the island. 
with only a few streets, it is now a 


Formerly a rustic town 


thriving centre with modern hotels and 
shopping-cum-business complexes. The 
shops along the waterfront offer а 
wide variety of merchandise, including 
handicrafts made from shells and local 
marble. 

A trip to the island is not complete 
without a visit to Makam Mahsuri (Mahsuri's 
Mausoleum). About 19 km from Kuah, the 
shrine honours a maiden who lived on the 


island more than two hundred years ago. 


Unjustly accused of committing adultery, the 
legend holds that Mahsuri’s innocence 
became apparent at her execution when 
white blood flowed from her body. In her 
dying breath, she laid a curse on the island 
that it would henceforth cease to prosper 
for seven generations. 

Fact or fiction, the curse began to 
unfold shortly after Mahsuris death. 
Siamese soldiers invaded the island and 
the villagers were forced to bum their rice 
fields. Until today, traces of burnt rice can 
be seen іп the sands at Padang Matsirat, 


especially after a heavy rain. 


According to another legend the 
hot springs at Kampong Air Hangat 
(Air Hangat Village), 14 km north of 
Kuah, 


quarrelled over а 


originated after two families 
rejected marriage 
proposal. During the commotion a jug 
full of hot water was flung to the ground, 
whereupon it broke and hot water 
seeped into the ground. 

Another famous attraction is Telaga 
Tujuh (Seven Wells), 93 km northwest 
of Kuah. А fresh water stream cascading 
some 90 metres through a series of seven 


pools, visitors can enjoy swimming or

About 20 km north of Kuah is the 
gentle coastline of Pantai Tanjung Rhu 
(Casuarina Beach). А peaceful beach on 
Pulau Langkawi, it offers picnickers cool 
respite in the shade of tall casuarina trees. 
If time permits, one can take a boat trip to 
explore the nearby islands of Pulau Pasir, 
Pulau Gasing, Pulau Dangli and Pulau 
Langgun, off the northeastem coast. 

To the west of Pantai Tanjung Rhu 15 
Pantai Pasir Hitam, a unique beach with 


glittering black sand, which is thought to 


be tin or an oxide of tin that may have 








come from the seabed or the earth's 
crust. Souvenir shops and fishing spots 
can be found along its unusual shoreline. 

Equally fascinating is Pantai Batu Kerikil, 
a remarkable beach that owes its name to 
the millions of pebbles that lie strewn along 
its shoreline. 

On the western coastline of Pulau 
Langkawi lie the idyllic beaches of раа, 
Pantai Kok, Burau Bay and Pantai Tengah. 
These beach resorts offer first-class 
accommodation in modern hotels and 
captivating wooden chalets, as well as 
facilities for parasailing, water skiing, 
windsurfing and catamaran sailing, even 
cruising in larger yachts. 

For a truly breathtaking view of Pulau 
Langkawi, you can hire a boat for a cruise 
around the neighbouring islands. A round 
trip to Pulau Dayang Bunting, Pulau Beras

Off shore from Pantai Cenang lies Pulau 
Rebak Besar, a resort with a marina. Pulau 
Beras Basah (Isle of Wet Rice), further 
to the south, is a harbour to fishermen. 
Approximately 17 km from the Kuah 
Jetty, the latter is also an excellent spot 
for scuba diving, snorkelling and fishing. 
Chalets are available on this hilly island. 

The neighbouring island of Pulau Singa 
Besar is about 16 km south of Kuah 
and is easily accessible by boat. 
The island has tropical forests, mangrove 
swamps, sandy and rocky coastlines 
left undisturbed. 
Common mammals such as wild boar,

mousedeer, porcupines, scaly anteaters, 
civets, bats and many species of birds 
roam freely on this island, which is a 
Wildlife Sanctuary. Тһе waters around

How To Get There 


Malaysia Airlines and Air Asia operate 
daily flights from Kuala Lumpur and Penang 
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to Langkawi's airport at Padang Mat Sirat. 
Silk Air also operates regular flights from 
Singapore to the island. 


You can travel oy road from Kuala Lumpur 
to Kuala Kedah or Kuala Perlis. From there, 
you proceed to Langkawi by express boat 
or ferry. 


Malayan Railway provides rail service 
from Kuala Lumpur to Alor Setar and Arau in 
the north, where you can catch a taxi ог bus 
to Kuala Kedah or Kuala Perlis. 


Pulau Payar to the south of Langkawi is 
another alluring island getaway, especially 
for diving enthusiasts.  Gazetted as а 
Marine Park in 1985, it encompasses the 
neighbouring islands of Pulau Segantang, 


Pulau Kaca and Pulau Lembu. 
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Reputed to support the largest number 
of coral species in the country, Pulau Payar's 
crystal clear waters make it suitaole for 
swimming, snorkelling, scuba diving and 
underwater photography. 

At the rocky southwest end of the island, 
not too far offshore, is a breathtakingly 
beautiful dive spot called ‘Coral Garden’. 
The rocky slopes here are almost completely 
covered with brightly-hued soft coral. 
Deeper waters offer the dark green 
dendroid, or tree-like hard corals and a 
multitude of sea fans and cone shells. 
The waters are also home to а prolific 
variety of sea squirts, sea .slugs, hermit 
crabs, feather starfish, sea anemone, lion 
fish, barracudas, rainbow runners, rock fish 
and ghost fish. 
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An international resort. 


Visitors wishing to enjoy a quiet picnic 
on Pulau Payars sandy white beaches will 
find picnic tables and bathroom facilities 
thoushtfully provided. 

No hotels are available on the island, 
although camping is permitted with 
prior approval from the Department of 


Fisheries. 


How To Get There 


Pulau Payar is accessible from Langkawi 
and Kuala Kedah by speedboat and 
catamaran. It takes approximately ап 
hour to reach the island. Tour operators 
can organise cruises and diving tours 
to the neighbouring islands in the Marine 


Park. 





On the mainiand of Kedah, approxi- 
mately 60 km south of Alor Setar, lies a 
beautiful one kilometre stretch of sandy 
beach known as Pantai Merdeka. An 
enchanting beach shaded by tall swaying 
palm trees, Pantai Merdeka is an inviting 
spot to picnic or laze away the hours in 
the sun. Water skiing and sailing are also 
popular along its coastline. 

If camping out on a coral island is 
your kind of holiday dream, the пеагоу 
island of Pulau Bidan, just one kilometre 
long and half a kilometre wide, is the 


answer. 


How To Get There 


From Alor Setar, take a bus to Sungai 
Petani and from there board another bus for 
Kota. At Kota, change buses to reach Pantai 
Merdeka. 

To get there by taxi, either hire a taxi 
from Alor Setar to Pantai Merdeka or to 
Sungai Petani. From Sungai Petani, proceed 
to Pantai Merdeka by bus or taxi.

The rich coral formations in Pulau Payar. 
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enang, located approximately 119 Кт 
south of Langkawi off the northwestern 
coast of Peninsular Malaysia, is fondly 
referred to as "The Pearl of the Orient". 
Fine beaches and interesting sights have 
made it one of the most popular 
destinations in the region. The state of 
Penang consists of the island, and a strip of 
land covering 760 sq. km. on the mainland 
known as Seberang Perai. 
When first discovered by Captain Francis 
Light in 1786, the island was filled with lush 
vegetation, especially the betel nut palm, 


and this gave rise to the island's name Pulau 


Georgetown, the capital of Penang. 


Pinang (Island of the Betel Nut). The Sultan 
of Kedah ceded this land to the British East 
India Company in 1786 at the behest of 
Captain Light. 

Since its establishment as the first British 
trading outpost in the Far East, Penang is 
today a bustling metropolitan city with a 
unique blend of East and West. Besides 
exhibiting a colonial past, Penang reflects a 
potpourri of Malay, Chinese, Indian and 
Nyonya cultures. This is evident in much of 
the island's historical and cultural landmarks. 
Penang though owes much of its fame to its 
beaches and clear blue seas. The state's 
cultural festivities, numerous parks and 
Penang Hill (Bukit Bendera) are also popular 


attractions for visitors. 


Ferries ply regularly between Penang 
and the mainland. 
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Many of the island's historical buildings 
and cultural landmarks are to be found in 
Georgetown, its capital. To trace Репапа 5 
rich past, a good place to begin is at the 
Penang Museum and Art Gallery on Lebuh 
Farquhar. Built in 1891, it houses a fine 
collection of old photographs, maps, charts 
and other historical relics of Penang's past. 
The за егу exhibits the arts and crafts of the 
people and provides insights into their 
diverse heritage. 

Nearby is St. George's Church, built in 
1818. The entrance of this stately Anglican 
Church is named after the patron saint of 
England, and features a memorial canopy 
dedicated to Captain Francis Light. 
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Fort Cornwallis at Lebuh Light is another 
historical site to see in Georgetown. Built in 
1804, on the spot where Captain Francis Light 
first landed, it contains an open-air 
amphitheatre, a history gallery and а 
handicraft and souvenir centre. 

Within view of the fort is the City Hall, 
ouilt in the 1880s. 


building once served as the seat for the local 


This stately colonial 


govemment, but now is reserved as the 
venue for special exhibitions. 

Two well known mosques in Georgetown 
are Kapitan Keling Mosque and Acheen 
Street Mosque. The Kapitan Keling Mosque 
at Jalan Masjid Kapitan Keling is named after 
the Indian Muslim merchant, ‘Kapitan Keling 
(headman) Caudeer Mohoudeen who built it 
in the early 19th century. The Acheen Street 
Mosque at Lebuh Acheen, also known as 
Masjid Melayu, was built on land donated бу 
Syed Sheriff Tengku Syed Hussain Aidid 
who came from Асһеһ in Sumatera. 
To enter the mosques, permission must 
first бе sought from the mosque officials. 

There are also many temples in Penang, 
including Wat Chayamangkalaram, Kek Lok 
Si and The Temple of the Goddess 
of Mercy. Wat Chayamangkalaram at 
Lorong Burmah is a Buddhist temple of 
Thai architecture, housing a 33-metre 
gold-plated reclining Buddha which 15 
said to be the third largest in the world. 
Kek Lok Si at Air ltam, one of the 
largest Buddhist temples in Southeast 
Asia, features a blend of Chinese, Thai 
and Burmese architecture. Тһе temple 
ouilt in 1890 is dominated Оу a seven- 
tiered pagoda, the Ban Po Thar which rises 
30 metres. The Temple of the Goddess of 
Mercy at Jalan Masjid Kapitan Keling is the

oldest temple in Penang. Reputed to have 
been built in 1800, it is a classic example of 
Chinese architecture. 

The Snake Temple, dedicated to the 
Buddhist priest Chor Soo Kong, is also a 
fascinating temple. It is probably the only 
one of its kind in the world, where 
venomous snakes like Waglers Pit Vipers 
can be found quietly draped around altar 
objects and other parts of the temple. 

Another temple worth visiting is Sri 
Mariamman at Lebuh Queen. Built in 1883, 
the temple houses numerous statues of 
Hindu deities, the most priceless oeing the 
statue of Lord Subramaniam which is 
embellished with gold, silver, diamonds and 
emeralds. 

One of Georgetown architectural 
marvels is the Khoo Kongsi at Lebuh 


Cannon. Built as a clan-house for the 
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Khoo family who had emigrated from 
South China, it was burnt down in 1884, 
purportedly because it resembled the 
Emperors palace. A scaled down 
The building 
features a magnificent hall embellished 


version was built in 1909. 


with intricate carvings, richly ornamented 
beams of the finest wood and а liberal use 
of gold leaf. Permission to enter the 
premises must be obtained from the 
Kongsi office. 

About 8 km from Georgetown, lies 
the Botanical Gardens. Created оу 
the British іп 1884, it was meant as а 
tribute ^ to Charles Curtis, its first 
superintendent who: collected botanical 
specimens from the surrounding hills 
and jungles. А 30-hectare garden, it 
features a waterfall, many tropical plants 


and the vibrant colours of Penangs flora. 
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The sardens are also well-known for its 
macaque monkeys that roam freely about 
the park. Admission is free. 


On the coastal road north ог 
Georgetown is a stretch of golden beaches 
with world class resorts. The beach closest 
to Georgetown is Tanjung Bungah. А 
shoreline with overhanging cliffs, gigantic 
rocks and lush vegetation, some of the 
island's more spectacular seascapes can be 
viewed from here. Visitors can find many 


hotels along this stretch. 


Travelling west along the coastal road, away 
from Tanjung Bungah, is Batu Ferringhi. А low 
lying area with a sweeping strand and

Off shore from Batu Ferringhi are the 
deserted islands of Pulau Bidan, Pulau 
Telur and Pulau Song Song. The crystal 
clear waters around these coral islands are 
ideal for swimming, snorkelling, scuba 
diving and fishing. Most of the beach hotels 
offer sea cruises to these islands. 


At the northwestern end of the coastal

road lies Teluk Bahang. A beautiful beach 
with lush vegetation and secluded coves, it 
is interspersed with several hotels that offer 
a host of recreational facilities. 

Besides beach side activities, Teluk 
Bahang offers visitors a glimpse at Penang's 
various species of flora and fauna found 
within the 100-hectare Forest Recreation 
Park. The park also has a Forestry Museum 
which provides information on the 
numerous species of trees and the products 
that are derived from them. 





More of natures wonders сап be 
discovered at Teluk Bahang's Butterfly 
Farm. Located on the road south of the 
Batik Factory, a few kilometres .from the 
coastal road, the farm houses more than 
3,000 live butterflies. 

Further away, off the beaten track 
from Teluk Bahang, in the northwestern 
part of the island is the Pantai Acheh 
Forest Reserve. Another of Penang's 
jungle parks, it covers 9,000 hectares of 
lush tropical vegetation. 

Most beach hotels organise early 
morning treks past jungle streams and 
waterfalls. For the more adventurous, "The 
Nature Trails of Penang" published by Тһе 
Malaysian Nature Society, provides а 
comprehensive guide on trekking around 
Penang. Pantai Acheh Forest is also 
accessible by boat from Batu Ferringhi or 
the Teluk Bahang fishing village. 

Along the forest reserve are a number of 
trails leading to Penangs more secluded 
beaches. The jungle trails are clearly marked

slopes. From Teluk Bahang, it takes about an 
hour to reach the tranquil shores of 
Teluk Duyong. 

Further west is the old lighthouse at Muka

Beach and Pantai Keracut which offer a fine 
sandy shoreline and a beautiful park that 
would be any botanist's delight. 
have been sighted on occasion in these 
waters. Another path leads to Pantai Mas, а 
quiet sandy beach with emerald waters 
found on the westem side of the island. 

These beaches have secluded coves

and inlets and offer the visitor hours of 
swimming and sunbathing activity. 

At the southwestern part of the island 
is the fishing village of Gertak Sanggul. 
Near Pasir Panjang Beach is а 3ood clean 
stretch for swimming. 

Aside from beaches, parks and historical 
buildings, Penang has other attractions in 
store for visitors. The most notable is 


Penang Hill, which offers a panoramic

erak, the "Silver State” covers an area of 

21,000 square kilometres and has a 
diverse population of two million. For 
centuries, Perak was known for its rich tin 
deposits, and indeed owes its name to this 
silver-hued ore. Rich in history, culture and 
folklore, Perak has many points of interest 
for the visitors. Among its attractions are the 
limestone cave-temples of Perak Tong and 
Sam Poh Tong, Gua Tempurung — the 
largest limestone cave in Peninsular Malaysia, 
a Geological Museum, the ruins of Kellie's 
Castle, the Bukit Larut Hill Resort, Ubudiah 
Mosque and Kuala Gula Bird Sanctuary. 
Perak has many gorgeous beaches and 
islands, including Teluk Batik, Pulau Pangkor 
and Pulau Pangkor Laut.

To reach these enchanting resorts, 
you must travel to the small coastal town 
of Lumut approximately 84 km south 
of Ipoh. Опсе a relatively unknown 
fishing village, it has since acquired the 
distinction of being the home base 
of the Royal Malaysian Navy, as well as 
the departure point to the beautiful 
islands in the Straits of Malacca. 

Of interest here is the Naval Museum 
which houses a collection of ancient 
weapons and artifacts. Known as well for its 
novelty gifts crafted from shells and coral, 
there are shops for souvenir hunters 
opposite the jetty. Close by is the town's 
landscaped park and clock tower, from 
which one can catch a scenic view of the 


sea. 


About 6 1/9 km south of Lumut is the 
palm fringed beach of Teluk Batik, a

favourite haunt for campers, picnickers 
and sun seekers. Calm and warm, the 
coastal waters along this stretch are 


also ideal for swimming and canoeing.

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Тһе Pesta Laut Lumut (Lumut Sea Festival), 
an annual event celebrated with sea-sport 
competitions, colourful regattas and cultural 
shows, is held here between the months of 


August and September. 


How To Get There 


Lumut can be reached by taxi or bus 
from Ipoh, Kuala Lumpur ог from 
Butterworth. 

Malayan Railway operates daily services 
from Kuala Lumpur and Butterworth, 
with a stop over in Ipoh. You may then 


catch a taxi or bus to Lumut. 
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Teluk Batik is easily accessible from Lumut.

Forty minutes Оу ferry from Lumut is 
the popular island resort of Pulau Pangkor. 
Located about 90 km southwest of 
Ipoh, it is largely inhabited by fisherfolk 
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who live in scattered settlements along 
the eastem coast, fishing for cuttle fish 
and anchovies. 

The real attraction here, however, are 
its enchanting beaches along the western 
coastline. 

Pantai Puteri Dewi (Golden Sands) or 
literally, “Beach of the Lovely Princess' 
with its white sand, tropical surroundings 
and sparkling bay is one particular spot. 
Site of the Pan Pacific Resort, this 
stretch of beach offers guests elegant 
accommodation, convention rooms, indoor 
and outdoor sports facilities, a golf course 
and facilities for snorkelling and windsurfing.

For a bit of history, there's the old 
Dutch Fort at Teluk Gedung. Built in 1670, 
it was a Dutch stronghold against pirates 
and local Malays, until a ferocious attack 
Оу Panglima Kulub and his followers 
forced its abandonment. Rebuilt in 1743, 
it served as a garrison for Dutch soldiers. 
Today, only the stone foundations and 
carvings on a large rock left by the 
soldiers remain. 

If solitude amid quiet coves and 
untrodden bays is what you seek, then 
Tortoise Bay, Teluk Nipah, Teluk Dalam 
and Teluk Cempedak are the places to 
Stay. Marvellous for swimming or just 
basking in the sun, they offer complete 
privacy amid lush green surroundings. 
Teluk Nipah is particularly ideal for 
snorkelling and diving. As one of Pulau 
Pangkors sea parks, it is blessed with 
spectacular marine life and a vast coral 
reef.

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Pasir Bogak-a popular beach in Pangkor. 


Another  snorkelling site with ап 
extensive coral reef and shallow, crystal 
clear waters is Pantai Pasir Bogak. The 
largest and most popular destination on 
Pulau Pangkor, its large crescent-shaped 
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beach and numerous shade trees also 
make it the idyllic spot for picnicking. 
Here you can find ample accommodation 
ranging from hotels, a government rest 
house to A-frame huts, to facilities for 
boating and fishing. 


How To Get There 


Ferry services operate at half-hourly 
interváls from Lumut to the island. 


Off the main island of Pulau Pangkor is 
Pulau Pangkor Laut, а privately-owned 
island that is open to the public. Relatively 
895-hectare 
affectionately known as 'Fantasy Island”, 


unspoilt, this island 15 
due to its lush tropical surroundings and 
crystal clear waters. 

Among its finest beaches is Emerald 
Bay. Reputed to be one of the best 
beaches on the west coast of Malaysia, 


the upscale Pangkor Laut Resort sits here, 
fronting powdery white beaches and 
offering guests endless hours of swimming 
in emerald waters. 

The resort also provides a range of 
recreational and sporting facilities as well, 
including snorkelling, water scooters, water 
skiing, parasailing, canoeing, catamaran 
sailing, windsurfing and scuba diving. 

For those looking to skin dive from 
Pulau Pangkor Laut, the best spot is off 
Coral Beach where many species of 
marine life abound in this colourful coral 
reef. Coral Beach is accessible by land. 
From the hotel, it is a 20-minute walk along 
a well marked path. 

Snorkellers will enjoy viewing coral 
polyps — the animals that build coral reefs 
— as they emerge from their rock mansions 
to feed on minute plankton. Interesting fish,

exotic sea plants and all sorts of 
invertebrates live among the rocks. While 
sailing and windsurfing buffs can seek their 


thrill at Royal Beach. 








How To Get There 


There are regular scheduled ferry services 
between Lumut and Pulau Pangkor Laut daily. 
Pulau Pangkor Laut can be reached in 15 
minutes by ferry from Pulau Pangkor. 


Situated 10 nautical miles south of 
Pulau Pangkor is Pulau Sembilan. A cluster 
of nine small islands, the Sembilan Group 
includes Pulau Agas, Pulau Payong, 
Pulau Nipis, Pulau Rumbia, Pulau Lalang, 
Pulau Saga, Pulau Buluh, Black Rock 
and White Rock. Secluded and 
uninhabited, the islands аге usually 
popular with campers on weekends and 
public holidays, especially between 
the months of November and March. 
The nicest island in the group is Pulau 
Lalang, which has a fresh water stream 


and a beach for camping. 
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Sandy beaches that stretch as far as the eye can see. 


Тһе most popular snorkelling and 


dive spots are around the channel 


between Pulau Rumbia and Pulau Lalang. 


The area is aoout 15 metres deep 
and has a sandy bottom with 
scattered coral heads. The hard coral 


growth supports a number of fish, 


predominantly groupers, snappers and 
barracudas. 

The channel between Pulau Buluh and 
Pulau Saga is another site for diving. It is 
strewn with big boulders, and at depths 
of 10 metres and below are green tree 
coral. The area is also known as grouper 
country to spearfishermen. Тһе eastern 
side of Pulau Buluh has small rocks, hard 


corals and coral fish. 





White Rock is also a good spot for 
diving. Being in the open sea, jacks and 
батасиаа are commonly seen, and in the 
crevices of the coral and rocky substrate 
may be found many large groupers and 
snappers. 


How To Get There

elangor is located on the west coast of 

Peninsular Malaysia and covers 8,000 
square kilometres. It is the most populous 
state in the country with a population of 
2 7 milion people. It is also known pnmarily 
as the industrial hub of the nation. Despite 
being industry based the state is blessed 
with natural forests, waterfalls, hills and 
lakes to complement its many man-made 


attractions. 


Places of interest in the state include 
the Bukit Cahaya Seri Alam Agricultural 
Park and the Sultan Salahuddin Абаи/ 
Aziz Shah mosque, both in Shah Alam, 
the state’s capital. Other notable 
attractions include Batu Caves, the Royal 
Selangor Pewter factory in Setapak, the 
National Zoo-Aquarium, the Kuala Selangor 
Nature Park and the historical landmarks 
in the royal town of Klang. Besides these 
sites, Selangor offers quiet beaches and 
quaint islands that remain untouched by 


time. 


For those seeking hours of serenity 
away from the hustle and bustle of 
Peninsular Malaysias more popular west 
coast resorts, Morib is just the beach. 


Situated at the southern end of Selangor, 


approximately 1 1/9 hours drive from 
Kuala Lumpur, it is the perfect place 
for those in search of solitude and 
relaxation. 

Surrounded by whispering casuarinas 
and swaying palms, you can comb 
the beaches of Мопр at ebb tide, 
searching for seashells or watch small 
crabs scuttle 


away and disappear 


into the sand. You can even spread 
out a mat and settle down to а 
picnic lunch beside a shady casuarina 
grove. 

Lovers of history will also discover 
that Morib contains a wealth of historical 
sites. There are the ruins of old government 
buildings and the royal graves at Jugra,

Further south of Morib lies Bagan Lalang, 
a quiet stretch of beach off the beaten track.

Pulau Carey 


Northwest of МОПО, across the sea from 
Port Klang, is Pulau Carey (Carey Island). 
Comprised largely of oil palm estates 
owned by Golden Hope Plantation, the 
island is also home to the Mah Meri, an 
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Traditional Mah Мел wood carvings. 


aboriginal tribe renowned for their 
traditional wood carvings, depicting their 
ancestral spirits or ‘moyang’. Successive 
generations of Mah Meri have kept the 
legends of their ancestors alive through 
these figurines, weaving many fascinating 
tales in the oral tradition. 

Visitors wishing to tour the vast oil palm 
estates on the island must obtain prior 
permission from the authorities.

The best way to see the island is to 
drive from Kuala Lumpur to Teluk Panglima 
Garang on the Kelang-Banting road. From 
Teluk Panglima Garang, a narrow road 
takes you past rustic Malay kampungs 
to Pulau Carey. А bridge links the 
mainland to the island. The drive takes 
approximately one and a half hours. 


Pulau Ketam 


North of Pulau Carey is the island of 
Pulau Ketam (Crab Island), with its 
picturesgue coastal fishing villages built on 
stilts. It is blessed with bountiful fishing 
grounds and is popular among the locals 
for its supero seafood restaurants. Pulau 
Ketam is a great place to savour a variety of 
seafood specialties, in particular — curried 
crab. 

Home stays in a ‘kelong house’, two or 
three kilometres off shore from the island, 
are also available. 


How To Get There 


There are many taxis and buses plying 
the Kuala Lumpur-Port Kelang route. 
Alternatively, one can also take the KTM 
commuter train to Port Kelang from the 
Kuala Lumpur Railway Station. From the 
jetty in Port Klang, board a ferry to Pulau

Located off the coast of Kuala Selangor, 


approximately 67 km from Kuala Lumpur, 
lies Ршаи Angsa, a lush green island 
which owes much of its history 
to the Bugis who were among its 
earliest settlers. Rich in legends 
and landmarks, you will find local 
storytellers only too willing to regale 
you with their tales about Pulau Angsa's 


colourful past.

States". The state is so named 
because it comprises nine districts. Located 
on the west coast of Peninsular Malaysia, it 
shares borders with Selangor to the north, 
Pahang to the east, and Johor and Malacca 
to the south, encompassing an area of 6,645 
square kilometres.

Tanjung Bidara, 35 km north of Malacca 
town, is one of Malacca’s popular beach 
resorts. A beach with swaying casuarinas 
and fine white sand, its cove is perfectly 
suited for swimming and a host of water 
sports. There are also numerous shade trees 
for cosy picnics. Add to these attractions, 
the journey through Malacca’s scenic 
countryside of swaying padi fields and 
Malay kampung houses and Tanjung Bidara 
is a serene hideaway worth visiting. 

Those wishing to stay longer will find 
nearoy chalets and motel rooms at 
Tanjung Bidara Resort, where tennis courts, 
game rooms and facilities for canoeing, 
water-skiing and jet-skiing are available. 


How To Get There 

Express buses and taxis plying the Kuala 
Lumpur-Malacca route may be boarded 
at the Puduraya Terminal in Kuala Lumpur. 
From Malacca town, catch another taxi

Bidara at the Jalan Tun Ali Terminal. 


You can also travel by car from Kuala 
Lumpur, using the North-South Expressway 
to the Alor Gajah intersection. Then drive 
along the Lendu Road to Masjid Tanah 
and Tanjung Bidara. It takes approximately 
1% hours to reach Malacca town from 
Kuala Lumpur and 2% hours from

canoeing. 

For a bit of sightseeing, there is the 
unique octagonal minaret and tiled steps 
of the Tanjung Kling Mosque, just north of 
the beach. About one kilometre away lies 
the- grave of Hang Tuah, the legendary 
Malay warrior.

Visitors looking for a beach that is closer 
to Malacca town will find Klebang ideal. A 
magnificent sweep of sand caressed by 
gentle tides, it hugs an equally attractive 
stretch of glistening blue water. Tranquil 
and alluring, you may discover the urge 
to go swimming or to simply wander the 
beaches admiring the splendour of the 
scenery. 

Further down the coast, approximately

Believed to 
be the location of Malaysia’s earliest 
civilisation, it abounds in legends about 
mermaids and princesses, as well as sacred 
graves and shrines.

Formerly known as “Ilha Das Pedra” (places 
of stone), the island has come a long 
way from its quarrying days when the 
Portuguese reigned supreme.

It also has 
two landing sites where Hawksbill turtles 
swim ashore to lay their eggs, plus 
spectacular sunset strips and ап 80- 
foot observation tower.

Covering an area of 19,984 square kilometres 
at the southern end of the peninsula, it 
shares borders with the states of Pahang to 
the north and Malacca and Negeri Sembilan 
to the west A causeway carrying a road and! 
railway line connects the state capital, Johor 
Bahru, to Singapore in the south. А second 
road link across the Johor Straits has also 
been opened, connecting Tanjung Kupang 
in Johor to Tuas in Singapore. 

Johor Bahru has a number of prominent 
historical buildings such as the Royal Abu 
Bakar Museum, Sultan Аби Bakar Mosque, 
Bangunan Sultan Ibrahim (State Secretanat) 
and the Johor Art Gallery. Outside the 
capital, in the smaller towns, are picturesgue 
scenes of rurals kampungs, tracts of rubber 
and oil palm estates and rustic fishing 
villages. Major attractions include Ётоаи- 
Rompin National Park which is home to 
several rare and endangered species 
of wildlife and plants, the mangrove 
swamplanas at Tanjung Piai, the waterfalls 
at Kota Tinggi and the 1,276-metre Gunung 
Ledang (Mount Ophir).

Desaru (The Village of Casuarinas) is a 25 
km stretch of sandy beach lined with 
casuarina trees. It lies in the southeastern 
corner of Johor, approximately 98 km 
northeast of Johor Bahru.  Desaru was 
developed as a tourist resort oy the Johor 
Tenggara Development Authority (KEJORA). 

The resort has several hotels, beach 
chalets, an 18-hole international standard 
golf course and sports facilities for tennis, 
canoeing, swimming, boating, snorkelling, 
water-skiing, catamaran sailing, jungle 
trekking and fishing. 

One place visitors should not miss is the 
Fishermen's Museum located at the Tanjung 
Balau fishing village.

For a taste of the local lifestyle, take a trip 
to a fishing village on the nearoy island of 
Pulau Lima. Aside from fishing, swimming 
and snorkelling, visitors can trek along jungle 
trails to view waterfalls or see insects and 
oirds fluttering among the island's dense 
foliage. 

In the vicinity of Pulau Lima is Pulau Sibu 
and a cluster of satellite islands, namely, 
Pulau Sibu Tengah, Pulau Sibu Hujong 
and Pulau Sibu Kukus. These remote and 
deserted islands offer an unforgettable 
holiday experience. For more information 
on these islands, contact the Tourist Centre 
in Mersing. 


The more developed of the group is 
Pulau Sibu. А pleasant hideaway, it 
abounds with lush tropical vegetation and 
endless stretches of golden beaches. 





On the seaward side of the island are 
numerous sea caves carved out of its rocks. 
The result of constant pounding Оу the sea 
during the monsoon season, it gives the 
island a beautiful yet rugged appearance. 

Off shore, its waters contain fascinating 
coral reefs teeming with colourful marine 
life. Shipwrecks off its coast may also бе 
found. Chinese junks and pirate vessels 
often exchanged cannon fire around this 
island, and the remains of these battles lie 
scattered around the seabed. 

There are facilities for scuba diving, 
snorkelling, wind surfing, sailing and angling. 
Visitors can hike through jungle trails leading 
to unspoilt mangrove swamps, visit the 
'kelongs where anchovies are caught ог 
head for the kampungs where coconut is 
smoked for copra. 

Accommodation on the island range 
from fully furnished chalets to basic A-frame 
huts. Bathing facilities are available at the 
community showers. Restaurants may be 
found on the island as well, serving a variety 
of Western and Asian dishes. 
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North of Pulau Sibu, rising 667 metres. 
above sea level, lies Pulau Tinggi. It was 
once an important stopover for spice traders 
more than 600 years ago. The early Chinese 
traders called it the 'General's Hat Island” 
due to its conical shape. Endowed with 
fresh water, a sheltered harbour, fruit, rattan 
and timber, it is little wonder the island was 
so popular with traders. 

Nine kilometres off the coast of Mersing, 
sandwiched between Pulau Besar and Pulau 
Hujong, is the uninhabited island of Pulau 
Tengah. Gazetted by the Malaysian 
government as a Marine Park in 1985, its 
waters support abundant marine life and 
rare species of fish and coral. Giant 
Leatherback turtles come ashore to lay their 
eggs annually, especially during the month 
of July. 

Further north lies Pulau Besar (The Big 
Island). Located 15 km off the coast of 
Mersing, this blissfully secluded isle has 
several beautiful beaches and is a haven 
for underwater adventure. Visitors to the 
island may stay at one of the many rustic 
chalets and enjoy the delights of organised 
fishing, island hopping excursions, 


snorkelling and scuba diving. The

restaurants at these resorts serve а 
variety of local and Western cuisine. 

Another secluded and uninhabited 
island 13 1/9 km off the coast of Mersing is 
Pulau Hujong. Ал enticing island, far from 
the cares of the world, Pulau Hujong 
beckons the traveller to endless stretches of 
swaying palms, glowing white beaches and 
glassy blue waters teeming with fish and 
coral. 

16 km off the coast of Mersing lies Pulau 
Rawa. Famed for its white coral sand, tall 
palm trees and offshore coral reefs with 
neon-coloured fish and other exotic 
marine life, Pulau Rawa is truly a paradise 
island. Тһе wooden chalets nestled 
amongst coconut groves strengthens the 
island's quaint island hideaway imagery. 

Another enchanting island in Johor's 
archipelago is the large island of Pulau 
Pemanggil. Fifty-five kilometres from 
Mersing, this remote and peaceful island 
is much sought after for its natural beauty 
and the abundance of marine life found 
within its clear waters. About 15 kilometres 
from Mersing the sea turns deep blue апа 
flying fish skip over the waters surface or 





arch their backs and take to the air, 
sometimes flying a distance of 33 metres. 

Seventy-five kilometres from Mersing lies 
Pulau Aur. А picturesque island with 
secluded lagoons and offshore pools, it is 
known for its natural scenic beauty, good 
bathing spots and water sports. A popular 
destination for privately owned yachts, 
many anchor in the calm water between 
Pulau Aur and Pulau Dayang. 

Visibility for diving is supero, and а 
variety of fish and shells not found in 
any other part of Peninsular Malaysia can 
be seen here. The Pinnacles, off the 
eastem side of the island, is a fine spot 
to watch open-sea fish; there have 
even been sightings of the rare whale 
shark, the largest fish on the planet. 
The waters around Pulau Aur and Pulau 
Dayang also offer divers a glimpse of 
shipwrecks and artifacts strewn along 
the seabed. 

Mersing, a fishing village 138 km north of 
Johor Bahru, is the departure point to 
Johor's islands in the South China Sea. The 
Mersing Boat Hire Association provides 
boats for inter-island travel or fishing. 

Mersing can be reached from Johor 
Bahru in a two or three hour drive. The 
Johor-Bahru-Mersing Express also operates 
scheduled bus services from Johor 
Bahru to Mersing on Sundays. On other 
days, departure time depends on the 
number of passengers. Many taxis ply 
the route as well. 

A majority of the islands offer chalet 
accommodation for those wishing to stay 
overnight. 


How To Get There 


The islands off the coast of Johor can 
be reached from Mersing by boat. 
The journey to Pulau Tengah, Pulau Besar 
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Dive straight into an unforgettable experience. 


and Pulau Rawa takes about an hour. Pulau 
Sibu can also be reached from Tanjung 
Sedili by fast boats which take about 90 
minutes. Most of Sibu's resorts operate boat 
services from Tanjung Leman less than two 
hours drive from Johor Bahru. From Tanjung 
Leman, Sibu is just 19 kilometres away. 

Pulau Tinggi is about three hours away. 
While Pulau Aur can be reached in four to 
five hours. Pulau Pemanggil takes neariy two 
hours by fast boat. Ordinary boats are 
smaller and take about four hours.

Blessed with miles and miles of soft 
white sand, swaying palms, wild flowers 
growing in vivid profusion and cool 
waterfalls cascading down green slopes, 
Pulau Tioman is an adventurer's paradise for 
quiet retreats, trekking, sunbathing and sea 
sports. Noted for crystal clear water as far 
down as 33 metres, Pulau Tioman is а 
veritable garden of colourful marine life, 
offering underwater sportsmen some of the 
best dive sites in the world. 

One such site is Salang Beach. А few 
fin strokes away a dazzling underwater 
garden of corals, sea fans, sea anemone, 
cardinal fish апа damsel fish awaits the 
diving and snorkelling enthusiast. 

The shallow reefs at the nearby islands of 
Pulau Tulai and Pulau Renggis are also 
popular spots for scuba diving and 
snorkelling, and should not be overlooked. 
Divers can also explore the underwater 
caves around Pulau Chebeh and the 
incredioly beautiful reefs at Pulau Sepoi

silver snappers swimming amid a colourful 
sea garden are well worth capturing on film. 

Pulau Tioman's oasis of coral and tropical 
fish can also be viewed without ever getting 
wet. Round the island tours are available on 
glass bottom boats operated by Berjaya 
Tioman Beach Resort. 

The waters around the island also offer 
plenty of adventure for sportsmen wishing 
to windsurf, canoe, sail or fish; your choice 
of catamarans, canoes, sailboats and fishing 
rods may be easily hired. 

For those in search of tranquility and 
sunshine, Juara Beach is the perfect 
hideaway. Blissfully deserted, it is located 
on the east coast of the island and 
accessible only by foot. 








The more adventurous can head for 
the jungle clad hills of Tioman and scale 
the island's spectacular twin peaks in the 
south. Тһе trek offers the serenity of 
undulating waterfalls and lush greenery at 
Mukut Village.

skiing and sunbathing. 

Just a short trek through the Teluk 
Cempedak Forest Reserve will take you 
through scenic overlooks of the sea 
and on to Pelindung Beach. If you аге 
game for more jungle trekking, there's an 
alternative route leading to the mini-zoo. 
Permission from the authorities апа 
a local guide must be obtained. 

A showcase of the state's handicrafts 
can also be found at Telok Cempedak. 
The Balai Karyaneka (Handicraft Centre) 
has treasures and trinkets galore, including 
wood  carvings, pandanus household 
articles, gold-threaded songket material, 


shell crafts and batik.

Beserah 

Seven kilometres north of Kuantan lies the 
fishing village of Beserah. Well known for its 
salted fish, it is one of the few places in 
Malaysia where fishermen employ water 
buffaloes to transport their fish from the 
boats to the processing area. 

Aside from fishing, Beserah supports 
many cottage industries, including a batik 
factory and a handicraft workshop that 
produces items made from sea shelis and 
coconuts. You can take a taxi from Kuantan 
town or from the airport to reach Beserah. 


Balok Beach 


Another welcome haven in Pahang is 
Balok Beach. Approximately 15 kilometres 
north of Kuantan, its seemingly unending 
stretch of white sand, swaying casuarinas 
and tropical breezes make it the ideal 
location for camping, sunbathing and 
swimming. 

Those in search of something less 
sedate, can try out the sport facilities 
around the Coral Beach Resort. You can 
paddle out from the beach, unfurl a sail 
and get ready for the roller-coaster ride 
of your life; as Balok Beach is reputed to 
бе one of the ten best wind surfing spots 
in the world.

To catch their annual migration, come 
between early July and September, when 
they swim ashore nightly to nest and lay 
their eggs. 

On the southeastern coast of Pahang, 
approximately 118 km from Kuantan, is 
Lanjut Beach in Rompin. A golden stretch 
of sand, it has a host of recreational facilities, 
including scuba diving and swimming. For 
the golfer, one of the best courses in the 
state can бе found nearby, at the Lanjut 
Golden Beach Golf Resort. 

Visitors can also travel 65 km from 
Lanjut and make a day trip to Endau- 
Rompin State Park One of the oldest 
rainforest jungles in the world, it provides 
an intriguing glimpse of wildlife in their 
natural habitat.

erengganu is one Malaysian state truly 

blessed with a wealth of charming 
landscapes and natural wonders. Its 295 km 
coastline of white sandy beaches, quaint 
fishing villages, captivating offshore islands 
and aquamarine waters make it a great 
holiday destination. 

Among its attractions is Kenyir Lake, 
a rock-filled dam that has become an 
anglers haven. Sekayu Waterfalls with its 
seven cascades, natural landscape 
and varied wildlife is yet another. Even 
the vibrant cottage industries involved in 
the making of traditional handicrafts, such 
as songket, batik, brassware, pandanus mats 
and basket weaving, bear testimony to а 
people whose heritage dates back as 
far as 2,000 years. 

The beach resorts of Tanjung Jara and 
Rantau Abang, sixty kilometres south of 
Kuala Terengganu, the state capital, are 
also points of interest to see. Тһе latter 
beach is particularly fascinating as it is one 
of the best places to watch Giant 
Leatherback turtles. Equally impressive 
are the islands of Pulau Perhentian, Pulau 
Redang, Pulau Kapas, Pulau Тепаао! and 
Pulau Lang Tengah in the Marine Park, 
which is both picturesque and abundant 


in marine life. 


Pulau Redang, located 45 km off the 
coast of Kuala Terengganu is the largest 
of a group of islands dotting the South 
China Sea off the Terengganu coast. The 
island offers crystal clear waters and 
numerous dive sites for the enthusiast. 
Sheltered within the Pulau Redang Marine 
Park, the waters here abound with 
At mid-day, when the rays 


of the sun penetrate the sea, brilliant 


marine life. 


hues of coral, anemones and clams may 
be seen. 

The waters around Pulau Redang also 
contain two historic shipwrecks. The H.M.S. 
Prince of Wales and H.M.S. Repulse were 
sunk here at the start of World War ||, setting 
the stage for the Japanese occupation of 
Malaya. 


This paradise island is perfect for 
snorkelling, swimming, scuba diving, 
jungle trekking, boating and canoeing. 
No fishing is allowed within a 3.2 km 
radius of the island as Pulau Redang is 
gazetted as a marine park. The collection 
of corals and other aquatic life is also 
prohibited. 

The adjacent islands of Pulau Ekor 
Tebu, Pulau Ling, Pulau Pinang, Pulau 
Bidong, Pulau Lang Tengah and Pulau 
Lima are excellent underwater havens 
for snorkellers as well. 

Visitors to Pulau Redang have a choice of 
accommodation ranging from budget to 
international standard hotels. Guests staying 
at Berjayas two hotel properties on the 
island can also enjoy playing at the 18-hole

Pulau Perhentian 


Pulau Perhentian, meaning 'stopover 
island” is not to бе missed. Some 
91 km from the coast of Terengganu, it 
comprises the islands of Pulau Perhentian 
Besar and Pulau Perhentian Kecil. 
Covered by virgin jungle, windswept 
palms, powdery white beaches and 
surrounded by sapphire blue waters,

fishermen, migratory birds and holiday 
makers. 

On the edge of the Pulau Redang Marine 
Park, Perhentian's coral fringed waters 
provide excellent underwater seascapes 
for snorkelling and scuba diving. 
Arrangements can also бе made for island 
cruises and boats can be hired to look for 
small bays and secluded coves in which to 
swim. А trip to these tropical islands is 
a must as well for those who enjoy 
windsurfing, sailing, canoeing and deep 
sea fishing. 

Of the two islands, Pulau Perhentian 
Kecil is the more secluded and isolated 
while 
Pulau Perhentian Besar has been carefully

developed to cater to visitors. Perhentian 


Island Resort on the latter island provides 
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chalets, dormitories апа campsites for 
its guests. Those wishing to stay will find 
the accommodation to бе basic yet 
comfortable. 


How To Get There 


From Kuala Terengganu, take a taxi or bus 
to the fishing port of Kuala Besut. Then 
board a boat at the Fisheries Complex for 
Pulau Perhentian. The boat ride takes over an 
hour to reach the island. 


Kuala Terengganu 


А stretch of beaches may be found in 
the state's capital, Kuala Terenggdnu. 
Conveniently located along the town's 
waterfront, Pantai Air Tawar and Teluk 
Dalam are ideally situated for anyone 
wanting to unwind after a day of shopping 
and offshore excursions. 

Close to the estuary of the Terengganu 
River, in Kuala Terengganu, is the island of 
Pulau Duyung. А five minute boat ride 
from the town's waterfront or accessible 
oy the Sultan Mahmud Bridge, it is 
home to Terengganu's master boat 
builders. Uniquely and skillfully crafted, 
the boats are built entirely from the 
memory without the aid of a blueprint. 
Pulau Duyung is also known for its dried 
and salted fish cracker industries. 

On the eastern side of Kuala Terengganu 
is Pantai Batu Buruk. A golden strand 
set amidst а casuarina grove, it is the site 
of the Primula Park Royal Hotel.

Apart from being the venue for the 
annual Beach Festival, Pantai Batu Buruk 


is also a popular place for strolling and

Six kilometres south of Kuala Terengganu 
is the charming village of Chendering. 
A town with a beautiful palm lined 
beach and long jetty, Chendering is 
perfect for swimming and fishing. Site 
for a national deep sea fishing project, 


it is also the location of the Malaysian 


Handicraft Centre. 


The Centre offers visitors an opportunity 
to see artisans at work while viewing a 
wide selection of Malaysian handicrafts. 
Some of the items found here include 
songket, batik, vases and bags made from 


pandanus leaves.

The Kuala Lumpur-Kuala Terengganu 
Express bus line operates scheduled 
to Kuala 


services Terengganu from 


Kuala Lumpur. Taxis are also available 
from Kuala Lumpur to Kuala Terengganu. 
Chendering and the surrounding beaches 
are easily reached from Kuala Terengganu

About 6 km off the coast of Marang 
is Pulau Kapas. Ап island renowned 
for its clear waters, sandy white beaches 
and swaying palms, it is relatively isolated. 
Home to an infinite variety of hard and 
soft corals, the waters around the island 


abound with seashells, fish and turtles. 
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Swim amongst crystalline corals and delicate-looking 
tropical fish. 


The island's laid back atmosphere is 


ideal for relaxation but the more 
adventurous will find it also a haven 
for swimming, snorkelling, wind-surfing, 
kayaking, боа па and fishing. 

Primula Kapas Island Resort provides

How To Get There 


You can board a taxi or bus at Kuala 
Terengganu to the fishing village of 
Marang. From there, take a half hour's 
boat ride to Pulau Kapas. 


Between Marang and Rantau Abang 
lies Pantai Kelulut. А tranquil strand ideal 


for swimming and sunbathing, any visitor 


to Kelulut will бе easily captivated Оу 
its natural beauty and  peacefulness. 
Accommodation may be found at the 
Semarak Marang Beach Cottage. 

Located 60 km south of Kuala Terengganu 
lies Rantau Abang, one of only six 
beaches in the world where the Giant 
Leatherback turtles come to nest. Weighing 
more than 375 kg. апа up to 9.5 metres in 
length, these gentle giants lumber ashore 
between May and September. 

To see the turtles up close, you can 80 
to the hatchery or keep а vigil 
between midnight to dawn, when the 
turtles can be seen swimming ashore to 
lay their eggs. 

Visitors who want to spend some time 
at Rantau Abang can find quaint chalets 
пеагоу. 

For timeless beauty and serenity, 
Tanjung Jara is the beach to resort to. 
Some 60 km south of Kuala Terengganu, 
its golden beach is encircled бу a tranquil 
fresh water lagoon. 

More than a scenic retreat, Tanjung Jara 
is a delightful place for swimming, wind 
surfing, turtle watching, boating, sailing, 
snorkelling and scuba diving. Fishing trips 
and island-hopping tours to nearby 
islands can also be arranged. Even an 
exciting river safari up the Dungun River 
is available for the rugged and adventurous 
at heart. 

You can get to Pantai Kelulut, Rantau 
Abang and Tanjung Jara by taxi or by 
catching the Dungun bound bus at Kuala 


Terengganus central bus station.

Pulau Tenggol 


Seventeen kilometres off the coast of 
Kuala Dungun lies the small rocky island of 
Pulau Tenggol. An island visited mostly 
oy fishermen, picnickers and naturalists, it 
possesses a variety of plants and animals, 
particularly reptiles. 

The western part of the island — with 
its secluded white beaches backed by 
steeply forested cliffs — is a pleasant 
retreat for swimming, diving, quiet strolls 
and lazing on the beach. 

Basic chalet-type accommodation is 
available on the island. Alternatively, 
accomodation is also available in Dungun, 


on the mainland.

How To Get There 


Take a bus or taxi from Kuala Terengganu 
to Dungun and then board a boat at the 
jetty to reach Pulau Tenggol.

Belud. white-water rafting down the 
Padas and Kiulu rivers, climbing the 4,095 
metres Mount Kinabalu and trekking 
its numerous National Parks.

Lying approximately 48 km south of 
Tunku Abdul Rahman Park, off the coast of 
Kota Kinabalu, is Pulau Tiga Park. Another 
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group of islands designated a National Park 
in 1978, it comprises Pulau Kalampunian 
Damit, Pulau Kalampunian Besar and 
Pulau Tiga. Spanning an area of 15,864 
hectares, it supports an assortment of animal 
and botanical species, as well as a prolific 
coral garden. 

The reefs are easily accessible and contain 
some species not usually found on the west 
coast. Within its emerald depths, divers can 
see delicate sea fans, staghom coral and 
schools of vibrant coral fish. 

The best time to visit the islands is 
between February and April when it is drier 
and the seas are calm. A rest house is 
available with two rooms. Visitors are 
advised to bring their own food and 
camping equipment. Permission to camp 
must be obtained from the Ranger-in-charge 
at the Sabah Parks. 


How To Get There 


From Kota Kinabalu, drive 140 km south 
to Kuala Penyu at the Klias Peninsula, then 
board a boat to the islands. The islands аге 
18 km away and about 45 minutes by boat. 
Some tour agents also organise tours and 
ferry services to the islands. 











Pulau Layang-Layang 


To visit Pulau Layang-Layang is to 
encounter an oasis of enchanting marine life 
and tropical allure. Located 165 nautical 
miles northwest of Kota Kinabalu, the oval- 
shaped island is nearly 7 square kilometres 
wide and 1.9 square kilometres long. An 
oceanic atoll in the South China Sea, with a 
1,665 to 1,998 metres drop, the island is an 
exceptional place for the more experienced 
diver. The waters beneath offer fascinating 
seascapes and marine life, including several 
diverse species of coral and reef fish. The 
island is also sanctuary to thousands of 
migratory birds. 

Pulau Layang-Layang has adequate 
accommodations for those wishing to stay. 
Visitors can choose between chalets or a 
resort hotel. 

Those who want to cruise around 
the island or dive might find it more 
convenient to check with a tour operator. 
Usually the tour price includes rental 
of equipment, experienced guides, in 
addition to accommodations, meals and 
transportation. 


How To Get There 


Pulau Layang-Layang is accessible by 
light aircraft. The flight takes about one hour 
from Kota Kinabalu. 


Turtle Islands 


Northeast of Sabah lie the Turtle 
Islands of Pulau Selingan, Pulau Gulisan 
and Pulau Bakkungan Kecil. Located 
approximately 40 km from Sandakan, 
these islands are famed for the Green 
and Hawksbill turtles, which are found 
їп the surrounding seas and come 
ashore to nest on the beaches all year 
round. The Turtle Islands were gazetted 
a National Park in 1977 to protect the 
turtles from extinction. 

The surrounding sea also supports

islands are ideally suited for diving, 


swimming and picnicking. 
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The coral reefs of Turtle Island is just a short swim away from the beach.

Sarawak was rebelling against the Brunei 
As а reward for quelling the 
rebellion, the Pengiran Mahkota of Brunei 
made Brooke the Rajah of Sarawak in 1841. 
He in tum was succeeded by his 
descendants until Japanese forces 
occupied Sarawak in World War Il. After the 
war, it was ceded to Britain and became a 
British Crown Colony, only to later join 
Malaysia in 1963. 

A premier tourist destination, Sarawak 
reputedly offers the best museum іп 


Southeast Asia — the Sarawak Museum, 
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native celebrations like the Gawai Пауак, 
numerous National Parks and river safaris. 
It even boasts among its natural attractions 
the largest caves in the world — 
the Mulu and Niah Caves, exotic and rare 
wildlife at Bako National Park and a 
wonderland of underwater treasures off 


its coast. 


Approximately 35 km from the capital | 
of Kuching lies the picturesque fishing 
village of Santubong boasting some of the 
finest beaches in Sarawak. Lapped by 
aquamarine waters of the South China Sea 
and surrounded by a backdrop of forested 
hills, Santubong has a number of excellent 
resort beaches to choose from. One of 
these is Damai Beach. Set against Mt. 
Santubong, this picturesque beach offers 
three popular retreats for its guests. 
This include the Holiday Inn Damai 
Beach Resort, Damai Lagoon Resort and 
Santubong Resort, all of which provide a 
wide range of facilities for both land and 
sea activities. 

A stone’s throw from the Damai Holiday 
Inn is the Sarawak Cultural Village, 
popularly known as the ‘Living Museum’.

What is a Marine Park? 

A Marine Park is an area of the sea 
zoned as a sanctuary for the coral reef 
community which is considered as 
possibly the most productive ecosystem 
in the world, with its diversity of flora 
and fauna. Coral reefs are also important 
breeding and nursery grounds for many 
commercially important species of 
marine organisms and fish. 


Among the objectives of Marine Parks & 

Marine Reserves are: 

* Preservation and protection of coral 
reef areas from the impact of 
development. 

* Upgrade and preserve the natural 
habitat of endangered species of 
aquatic life. 


е Establishment of zones for 
preservation of the aquatic flora and 
fauna and also for the purpose of 
research and educational activities.
